Delight in Thought and Symbol. 

“In its broadest significance and in its 

e art is delight in thought and sym- 
bol,” writes Mr. Eddy. Märk the unhion— 
art is delight in both the thought and symbol. 
Without the double delight—the combination 
of these two quite distinct Colighta—thare can 
de no art. 

Delight is the soul ot art.“ Mr. adde e- 
tinues. Without delight there, can be no 
art., Whatever the’ surroundings ‘and the 
circumstances of the artist—however mean, 
however wretched—though each breath be 
drawn in pain and every effort cost a sigh, 
yet must his work delight him, or it ceases to 
be art. And if perchance he yields to ad- 
verse circumstances, and under the pressure 
of necessity begins to produce either list- 
lessly or feverishly, simply to sell, to gain a 
livelihood, and not because he is compelled 
by love—then you may be seure his work be- 
comes more and more less 
and less artistic.“ 

There are great names in the art world 
today whose work exhibits less delight, less 
spontaneity, less enthusiasm, less art, than 
the veriest daubs of a clever and careless 
— painter,“ is one of Mr. Eddy’ s conclu- 

ons. 

Lack of delight in the work is the underly- 
ing trouble with our architecture today, ac- 
cording to Mr. Eddy. He admits that there 
is plenty of research, a world of learning, 
and a most industrious studying of all 
models, types, styles, and detail, but the 
delight in the work is missing. | 


Blight of Organization. 

“The blight of organization has settled 
upon architecture,” Mr. Eddy declares, “‘ un- 
til the offices of a modern architect resemble 
a factory; eath man has his particular work 
to do, is reared, trained, and educated to 
do it, knows nothing else, does nothing eise, 
and takes the same delight in his task that 
the carpenter or bricklayer takes in his— 
neither more nor less. The system is bad, bad 
as can be, for it is subversive of the indi- 
vidual. 

“The dome of St. Peter's is the symbol of 
Angelo’s thought. It stands as the outward 
and veritable expression of the godlike con- 
ception of a genius. In its last analysis it 
is the voice of a soul. If built today, adome 
of St. Peter’s would be the hybrid product 
of many minds, of many designers, engipeers, 
mechanics, firms, corporations, with quite 
likely a dash of the corrupting influence of 
the body politic, and the result would be 
about what we see about us on lesser e 
and in other forms.“ 4 | 


Salon Art for Effect. 
Art for the sake of effect, or sensation, is 
assailed by Mr. Eddy as the cheapest of all 
art. In this connection the author takes a 
fling at Paris, which he describes as the cen- 
ter for the manufacture of salon art.“ 
“ Unhappily, modern conditions are such 
that in painting and sculpture art for effect 
is a dominant motive,“ asserts Mr. Eddy. 
“Pictures are painted, not because the 
painter is impelled to express himself in the 
particular mode and manner chosen, not 
because he would paint for himself and re- 
gardless of all others, but to create an effect, 
to produce an impression, to cause a sensa- 
tion, to advertise; and sculptors work from 
the same base motives, and for the same 
cheap ends. This sort of art may be prop- 
erly called salon art, since it is the annual 
salon and the host of major and minor ex- 
hibitions which foster and encourage it. 
Paris is the center for the manufacture 
of salen art, and year by year the vicious 
influences of the salon become more and 
more apparent, until the walls are filled 
with huge monstrosities, produced solely for 
the purpose of riveting the attention of the 
passing throng; until students and artists 
have come to know that only the horrible, 
the bizarre, the grotesque have any chance 
of making an impression; that only pictures

DUSE AGAIN PLAYS IN NEW YORK 


Actress Returns Seemingly Narrowed in 
Art and More Restrained * * 
Ker Methods. 


New York, Nov. 4,—-[ Special: is 
again with us—the Duse who a scant decade 
ago burst upon us all asarevelation. But 
she is scarcely the Duse we have known. 
The woman whose impersonations were as 
varied and cosmopolitan as her travels, has, 
from motives of patriotism or of private pre- 
dilection, narrowed her art to one e pk 
and to one playwright. — 

To many at the Victoria theater tonight 
the Duse of memory was no less vivid a 
presence than the woman behind the foot- 
lights. To what lengths were we not once 
carried by the surprise of her subtle, almost 
shrinking, but poignantly effective art, by the 
joy of her strange, sad, and utterly n 
human spirit. 

But the Duse of today is, ipa measure, the 
Duse of D’ Annunzio—a. playwright without 
humor, without the wholesome humanity 
which is of the soul, a poet whose ruling in- 
terest’ is in sick and perfervid eroticism. 
Yet, while D’Annunzio has limited narrowly 
the range of her impersonations, the nature 
of her art remains the same. The charac- 
ters she has chosen, or which she has made 
for her, are the cleanest and most necessary 
formal in his plays. Duse’s lighter smiles 
tonight were as childlike and dear as of old. 
her manner had the same native wholesome- 
ness, and there was not a touch of neu- 
rotics in the infinite suggestions ‘of latent 
heart sickness. 

Physically she has grown a trifi¢é larger, 
but she is still graceful and lithe. There are 
lines of filness in her cheeks and beneath 
her eyes. The incréasing years have made 
t advisable to add a suggestion of care in 
r face, and her own hair, Which is said to 
be tinged with gray, is covered with a coif- 
ture of bréwn. Yet her throat line is as firm 
and soft as in a young giri, her profile as 
spiritually transparent as ever. In a word, 
the Duse of today is a trifie older perhaps, 
but by virtue of the fact her art is * more 
mature.

THEIR DEMANDS, 

Claims Made by Mitchell to

Winsistance on Recognition of 
Organization Causes Some 
Surprise.

dip today. The firmness of President Mitch- 
l in insisting upon recognition of the union 

by the operators occasioned some surprise. 
It is known that the strike commission pre- 
‘ferred not to rule on the question of recog- 
tion, but the demand of the miners may 
foree the arbitrators to settle that point. 

Copies of the miners’ statement have been 
‘forwarded to each of the coal operators, and 
their reply is expected within three days. It 
is believed they will refuse absolutely to 
yecognize the union, and leave that point for 
the arbitration commission to settle. 


Statement of the Miners. 

The statement which was prepared by 
President Mitchell, aided by his legal ad- 
visers, follows: 
To the Anthracite Coal Strike Commis- 
‘sion: The mineworkers make of the oper- 
tors the following demands, which were 
formulated by the Shamokin convention, 
held March 18 to 24, and for the enforcement 
of which the strike was inaugurated: 

“ Pirst—An increase of 20 per cent upon 
the prices paid during the year 1901 to em- 
pPloyés performing contract or piece work. 

“This demand is made on account of the 

ng reasons: 

1. The present rate of wages is much 
lower than the rate of wages paid in the 
bituminous coal fields for substantially sim- 
lar work. 

“2. The present rate of wages is lower 
than is paid in other occupations requiring 
Qual skill and training. 


“3 The average annual earnings in the 


panthracite coal fields are much less than the 
i@verage annual earnings in the bituminous 
eoal fields for substantially similar work.

Wages Insufficient for Americans.

NEWS OF THE E INSURANCE F ELD, 


‘| Endowment Rank, nk, Knights of Pythias, 
Issues an Excellent Report for 
Last Quarter. 5 


The quarterly report of the endowment 
rank of the Knights of Pythias shows that 
after catching up with its overdue death 
claims during the quarter it has gone ahead 
and begun to accumulate a reserve. It is not 
the intention to allow this to grow larger 
than may be needed for temporary increases 
in the death rate, and if t shows signs of 
exceeding that an assessment can be omitted. 
The membership during the quarter in- 
creased from 58,169 to 60,211, and the Habili- 
ties were reduced from $320,000 to $189,000. 
Against this the order has $208,000 cash in 
bank and $207,000 0 investments. | 


Although no official 6 will be 
made until all the votes are in, it is known 
that the fifteen votes necessary to pass the 
amendments to the constitution and bylaws 
of the Ohicago Underwriters’ association 
have been secured. It now remains to select 
the Independent referee and collect the de- 
posits from the members. The latter will 
amount to about $100,000. The 108 members 
of class 1 at $500 each will make $54,000, and 
the over members cf class 8 and the 300 
brokers will have to put up $60 each. It is 
expected that the deposit feature will re- 
duce the number of the class 3 men beer Bam 
to 000, but that will mean $30,000 more, and 
the brokers will bring the total to $100,000, 
This will be deposited in bank under the con- 
trol of the executive committee, and will 
draw interest for the benefit of the members. 

Much interest will be taken in the selection 
of the referee. The original idea, when it 
was decided that it would be best to have 
some one entirely outside of the business to 
pass on vidiations,. was that some retired 
judge or attorney of standing would be se- 
lected, but a feeling is growing in favor of 
having some one who knows more of the in- 
surance business, if any one can be found 
who is not too closely affiliated, the 
street.
